But * brief decade has paaeed 
since tha untimely death of Charles 
Tomlinson Oriffea, who has been 
termed by many appreciativ e critics 
"our 
American 
Impressionist 
par 
ex cellence.'* 
Stirred by the sam e poetic pas- 
•lon to portray hie musical fancies 
In the Im pressionistic sty le which 
characterized 
the 
work 
of 
his 
French 
predecessor, 
Claude 
l>e- 
busay , and his British contempo­ 
rary , Cy ril Scott, Grlffee’ work to­ 
day maintains an important place 
among1 the achiev em ents of our own 
nativ e-born 
modernist 
composers 
who hare found alluring this cer­ 
tain ty po of musical ex pression. 
G rlffes unforunately belonged to 
that pathetic following of y outhful 
com posers whoso careers were cut 
short at the height of their powers 
by the fickle whim of fate. 
His 
sudden death at S3 serv ed all the 
more to focus the attention of the 
musical world upon the unusually 
striking and Indiv idual quality of 
tb s work which he had already pro­ 
duced, despite Ita limited quantity . 
Born la Elmira, N ew York, Sep­ 
tember 17, 1884, Grlffes had already 
entered high school before he de­ 
cided definitely to dev ote him self 
to a musical career, although he al­ 
ready 
had 
attained 
considerable 
proficiency as a pian ist Following 
his early education at Elmira acad­ 
em y and a period 
of 
pianoforte 
•tod y with Mary Broughton In his 
nativ e city , he waa allowed to go 
to Berlin for further training, fired 
by the ambition to become a con­ 
cert pianist. 
In Berlin G rlffes spent four y ears 
In Intenstv e musical study , study ing 
piano with Jedllcka and Gottfried 
Galston, theory with 
K latte 
and 
Ix >ewengard, and composition with 
Rufer and 
Humperdinck, G erm an! 
composer of the well-known opera, : 
"Hansel and GreteL" It was the in­ 
fluence and encouragement of the 
latter tbat resulted In Griffis de­ 
term ining to dev ote him self to com ­ 
position instead of c on certin g . 
During his stay in the German 
capital Grlffes g av e piano lessons, 
also appearing In a public recital 
there during his 20th y ear. 
He had 
already begun to compose and dur­ 
ing these early y ears abroad com ­ 
posed a sonata for piano. 
In 19 07, when he w as 23, Grlffes 
returned to America and secured a 
position as teacher of 
musio In a 
school for boy s at Tarry town, N. 
Y., which he held up until the tim e 
of his death, 13 y ears later. In 1920. 
H e also g av e priv ate lessons In 
piano and dev oted his spare m o­ 
m ents 
to the creativ e 
work 
he 
adored. 
As a composer, the work of G rlf­ 
fes Is div ided Into three periods, 
the first or early period show ing 
strongly th» Influence of the G er­ 
m an school. In which he had re ­ 
ceiv ed his training. 
H is second pe­ 
riod ev idenced strikingly the In­ 
fluence 
of 
the 
m odern 
French 
echool. as well as a R ussian strain, 
and the ev er-increasing lov e for 
the glam orous color and fan tasy of 
oriental legend w ith which his later 
.work la enriched. 
To this second 
period 
b elongs 
m uch of the descriptiv e or Im pres- 
elonlstlo w ork w hich first drew a t ­ 
tention to Grlffes, b ringing forth 
w idespread fav orab le com m ent. H is 
fam iliar tone-pictures for the piano, 
m uch fav ored b y contem porary con­ 
cert a rtists, b elong to this period. 
O f these, his 
b est-know n 
work, 
"Roman 
Sketches," 
Includes 
the 
“W hite Peacock," exotic and la n ­ 
guorous: 
"N ightfall,” "The F ou n ­ 
tain 
of 
the 
A cqua 
F aola” 
and 
"Clouds." A nother descriptiv e work 
of this period Is his "L ake st E v e­ 
ning." 
To Orlffes* final 
period, 
during 
the few y ears b efore his death, b e­ 
long his ultra-m odernlstlc work, his 
final trend of dev elopm ent 
To this 
period belong his more ambitious 
¡works, Including sev eral 
for 
or­ 
chestra, 
the 
most 
Important 
of 
which was "The Pleasure Dome of 
Xubla Khan," founded on the poem 
of Coleridge, and composed In 19 19 . 
On Nov ember 28 of that y ear this 
m asterpiece was premiered by the 
Boston Sy mphony Orchestra. 
This latter work, thoroughly m a­ 
ture In sty le, Intensely Imaginativ e, 
and orchestrated In m asterly fash­ 
ion, Is said to be one of the best 
ex am ples of orchestral work by an 
'American composer. 
It la said to 
be rich in the poetry and colorful 
splendor of the Orient, which Is 
clearly reflected In the score. 
In­ 
deed, this Is not surprising when

one recalls that one of Grlffes' fa­ 
v orite literature was the fairy tales 
of Japan, China and Persia, the 
legendary 
splendor 
of 
which 
Is 
freely Interwov en in his own cre­ 
ativ e works. 
Grlffes was only 88 when to him 
came the great triumph of compos­ 
ing this fine work. 
To effect Its 
completion he had 
nev er 
spared 
himself, working night and day , In 
addition to fulfilling his duties as 
a teacher. 
But on the heels of 
achiev ement followed tragedy . Ev en 
as the acclaim of Boston’s musical 
elite rose In response upon the oc­ 
casion of the first public produc- 
lon of his master-work hy the great 
Boaton Sy mphony orchestra, Orlffes 
lay 
upon 
hla 
deathbed, 
fatally 
stricken with tuberculosis, and to 
him the applause of the multitude 
no 
longer 
mattered. 
Hla death 
came sev eral months later, on April 
8, 19 20. 
Other Important works composed 
by Grlffes Include his dance drama, 
"The Kalrn of Korldwen" (19 17); 
hla "Shojo,” a Japanese mlme-play , 
using ty pically oriental Instruments 
and brought out by Bolm'a Ballet 
Intlme In 
New York 
that same 
y ear; v arious piano works. Includ­ 
ing 
"Tone 
Picture» ," 
"Fantasy 
Pieces" and the "Roman Sketches"; 
a fine sonata for piano (19 20) com­ 
posed shortly before his death; v a­ 
rious songs, many based on oriental 
themes. 
Despite 
hla 
premature 
death. 
Orlffes has left the mark of hla In­ 
div idual and poetic nature eo deeply 
imprinted upon American music of 
the present generation that authori­ 
ties are unanimous In agreeing that, 
had 
he 
liv ed, 
his 
achiev ements 
would hav e be« n ev en greater.

Is the tim e for "D iana." b y Heln- 
flch Mann, for It is a b ook that 1« 
different and one which challenges 
the understanding. 
The D iana of 
the them e w as guileless and. un­ 
tutored In the guile of the world, 
was nnsuepectlng and duped. 
She 
headed a m ov em ent in her country 
of D alm atia for the lib eration and 
education of the people. Fitylng the 
people and scornful of the b rutality 
and limited intellects of the rullsg 
aristocracy, she dream ed of a glo­ 
rious future for the people. 
But 
the people were m ore stupid than 
the aristocrats snd she failed In 
b ringing them understanding ev en 
of herself. 
Again It w as largely 
the failure of an utterly guileless 
person In a world of m istrusting 
and suspicious Indiv iduals. 
Various em otions Diana aroused 
In those shout her and as an after- 
m ath hatred b ecause her v ery ex­ 
istence Inspired unsatlsflab le em o­ 
tions In other people. 
The after- 
m ath w as b itterness and hatred. 
But D iana rem ained unsullied, for 
when the world of men was falling 
her a new world of b eauty opened 
up b efore her. 
The b ook Is ex­ 
ceedingly Interesting, b ut not b y 
any m eans light reading and not a 
b ook which a large m ajority will 
feel repaid for hav ing read.

The proper approach to this b ook 
Is, 
of 
course, 
through

the m an d’Annunxlo, hi» energy, his 
egotism, the secret of his charm are 
much more Interesting 
than 
his 
writings. 
In the cours* of their v olume 
these au thors say that d’Annunslo 
has no fear of b iographers, for he 
has confidence ln his own pen for 
confutation. 
Yet, they say, he has 
forgotten the power of portrayal of 
the b iographer who would only pre­ 
sent an accurate picture of the man. 
with the character appearing ln ac­ 
tual colors as the facts progressed. 
It Is that sort of b ook which these 
two authors hav e written. 
Because 
at tim es they describ e ev ents and 
actions 
of 
d’Annunzlo 
which 
a 
friendly 
b iographer 
would 
hav e 
glossed ov er, one ha» confidence In 
the tru th of the picture of the poet 
which they present. 
Throughout the b ook, am usingly 
enough, d’Annunslo ts referred to 
as the “Archangel." 
"From 
hts 
father, they say, doub tless cam e his 
w arm th, his sensuality, his prodi­ 
gality, his exub erance and hi» thirst 
for glory. 
B ut from his m other 
cam e 
his 
Instinctiv e 
taste, 
his 
charm , hts sacretlv eness, his v ague­ 
ness b ut tenacity of purpose, his 
clarity and precision ln action, hi» 
preference 
for dom inating others 
through courtesy, finally a gift for 
accurate and close attention.” 
In the opinldn of these writers, 
d’Annunzlo, when he returned from 
the war, m ight hav e m arched on 
Rome, as did Mussolini later. 
He 
was the popular hero, all Italy waa 
at his feet, the prem ier and the king 
wore afraid of him. 
But ev er su ­ 
permen m ake m istakes. 
"Perhaps 
the great m istake of hla Intelli­ 
gence." say these w riters, "w as that 
he nev er realised that Flum e was 
really not b ig enough for an arch­ 
angel.” 
D'Annunzio looms up as an a s­ 
tonishingly energetic indiv idual, as 
a m an of unlqu» charm and de­ 
stroying egotism , also 
a m an b rav e 
and caddish— In short, an enigma. 
In place one gasp» a t the audacity 
of the m an and, moat b affling of 
all. how can such charm and such 
caddlshnesa b e united ln the same 
character?

Id e a has Its place at t« h top of the 
ladder, for It Is the one thing w ith­ 
out which tha m agazine article can 
not possib ly find a m arket.

It Is that when Professor Crawford 
offers suggestions for discov ering 
successful Ideas one feels that he 
has discov ered an actus! gateway 
to future success.

An other Memorial Day fin d » Harvard Un iversity d ivid ed in to 
warrin g faction s over its proposed memorial to “Harvard men 
who lost their lives in the World War." The memorial is to be 
a chapel. Shall it be in memory of all Harvard men who gave 
their lives, or on ly those who gave their lives on the win n in g 
sid e? That is the hotly con tested issue. 
The Harvard Corporation has voted to ign ore the Harvard 
men who d ied on the losin g sid e. Man y Harvard stud en ts object. 
Such d iscrimin ation , they say , “in evitably will perpetuate those 
un christian sen timen ts which were un happily min gled with d evo­ 
tion to n oble id eals.“ 
In an swer to this objection , Presid en t Lowell ad mits that All 
Soul’s College, at Oxford , was foun d ed for the souls of all who 
perished in the Hun d red Years’ WFar, an d "n o on e could thin k of 
criticizin g such a memorial.” But, he ad d s, with or without con ­ 
sisten cy , "a memorial to men who d ied for a cause is mean in g­ 
less for the purpose, if it in clud es those who d ied for a d ifferen t 
or con trary cause.” 
To this a Han ard grad uate replies that it is absurd to make 
a Christian chapel, with malice aforethought, in to a mon umen t to 
perpetuate hatred . 
The Christian faith, he thin ks, should foster 
love an d charity . 
Perhaps the easiest way out of this con troversy is to d ed i­ 
cate the chapel “to all those who lost the war.” 
That in clud es 
both sid es. 
Everv y ear it becomes in creasin gly evid en t that 
n obod y won the World War, Eve'ry n ation lost materially . Total 
losses exceed ed 168 billion d ollars. If the co-called victors “won ” 
an other war like that, it would be the en d of most of them. 
Spiritually , too, n o n ation ever win s a war. 
Id eals n ever 
triumph by force of arms. The war d id n othin g but hin d er prog­ 
ress toward the id eals for which the so-called victors fought. 
Perhaps that is as good a thought as an y to keep in min d on 
this Memorial Day .
